Duffie was called upon to investigato
the attempted assault which had been
made on a little nine year girl ho call ¬

ed in second Deputy City Attorney A
M Brown to assist in drawine un tho
complaint Aftor a careful examina-
tion

of the statutes Brown declared
that the man assaulting tho girl could
be tried and most probably convicted
of the violation of a certain section of
thcreyisedlawswhich provides jt fine
Uf not more than I0Q0 or imprison-
ment

at hard labor for more than five
years Those who knew tho details of
tho case at that timo becamo exceed-
ingly aroused against tho girls assail-
ant
